COW'S .MILK.

"My cow gives a large- quantity of
milk, but it is ind rich. What can I
feed her to improve tho quality of
her milk'.'" The above question is
asked, lt hus lasen asked and ans¬
wered several tunes through this pu¬
ller. A cow's milk cannot be improv¬
ed materially by reeding. The Mow
or quantity can be incrca-rd by prop
er feeding, as every one knows, but
the quality ol' her milk is inherent,]
as much so as the hoof or color of
her hair. If feeding determined the
quality of milk, then the COWS on I be¬
same bluegrass pasture, or fed the
same food, should all give identically
the same grade of milk, hut every¬
body knows they do not. There is a

difference in the quality of milk given
by every cow in the field. Experi¬
ments, as well as observations, have
proved this to he true long ags. A
cow may not give the same quality
of milk all the lime. Just after com¬

ing fresh the Mow of milk is greater
but not quite so rich as later, and the
"Strippings" are richer I han the
first. Some dairymen throw away the
first from each teat around. All this
has nothing lo do willi the feeding
question as lo quality of milk, ll'
your cow is not naturally a "good
huller cow," she can't be made smb
by feeding. The color and taste, but
not the grade, of milk may Kc chang¬
ed by the food the cow eats.
These facts have been established

long ago. Still some people do not
accept this conclusion as true. They
don't believe it.

Alfalfa Hay for Horses.
Alfalfa is going to run that old

robber, timothy, out of business as
soon as people lind out its value, and
consult the wishes and welfare of
their horses. They are learning. I
sold Swift & Co. a 2ton load of al¬
falfa recently for $00. The Standard
Oil Co. not long ago bought a car¬
load of alfalfa hay for their horses
in Indianapolis. I sold the Indianapo¬
lis Water Co. u rick of over 12 1-2
tons of alfalfa hay for their horses.
Kingan & Co. nt one time shipped
a carload of alfalfa from Denver for
their big horses.The Henry Coburn
Storage and Warehouse Co. buys all
the alfalfa hay which they can get
at a fair price. This company mid tho
Indianapolis Coal Co. both offered
$20 per ton for alfalfa hay.

I mention these facts to show how
people aro slowly hut surely being
educated to the usc of alfalfa hay.
Last Week I told a livery stable man
to give my mare a small bundle of
alfalfa hay that I had in thc buggy,
and asked hif if he ever fed any al¬
falfa. Ile said he hail not and I told
him to tryit. When i returned at
night the stalde owner tobi me that
his mules had quit eating their corn
to eat the alfalfa hay at noon.

I hope soon to see the day when
farmers will raise what the city buy¬
er needs, not what he wants to buy.
The city buyer and many farmers are
prejudiced against alfalfa, and feed
si might timothy from ignorance, but
they will learn better.

I have fed my hogs all winter on
fourth crop alfalfa auy, ami n little
corn. My horses are now breaking
stiff bluegrass sod in order to sow
more alfalfa. They stand the hard
work splendidly with no grain at al!,
but with only alfalfa hay. Last year
on uccount of the flood I paid $24
per ton for alfalfa nay and hauled
it, when I was offered timothy de¬
livered at $12 per ton. II cultivated
30 acres of corn and put up my hay
crop, feeding nlfnlfa hay nlone. No
grain of any kind was fed..J. N.
